•none of the children examined could 
speak or. understand English. 


In Sheboygan county the reports 


made to the state board of health 
described as normal unly 65 out of 
the 227 infants and 320 preschool 
children examined. Those of nor- 
mal 
-weight totalled 347, under 


weight, 163, and over -weight 39. 


In Manito-woc connty 46 infants 


and 53 preschool children were, ex- 
amined-, 
only 
15 of whom were 


found normal. 


Conditions cited for correction 


in Sheboygan county children were 


found as follows:' teeth, 182;. bad 
tonsils, 211; defective vision, 15;

bones and muscles, 28.; lungs, 68;

THE FIRST FOURTH IN THE 


CITY OF MADISON 


T -was- July 4, 1S37 that the first 
-celebration of the Nations birth- 


day -was commemorated in what 


is ncswtho city of Madison. From ac- 
counts found in histories we learn 
that this auspicious day marked the 
laying1 of tho corner stone of the 
first Capitol Building, and that ap- 
propriate exercises, i n c l u d i n g 
speeches and many varied enter- 
tainments, -were enjoyed by those 
present 


It was the 20th of April, 183G 


that-the territory of Wisconsin was 
organized from what was then the 
vast territory of Michigan. 
It in- 


cluded .at that-time what is now the 
present State oflowa and the great- 
er part of Minnesota. With the ex- 
ception of settlements at Green Bay, 
Mflwankee, and in the lead mining 
districts'.of the southwest -there was 
little or no settlement 


official ceremonies on the Nations 
birthday and plans were made ac- 
cordingly. 


j 
Judge Doty, one of the commis- 


sioners hcd visited Madison a few 
weeks previous to July 4th_and dis- 
covered that the time was ripe for 
the laying of the corner stone, con- 
sequently he made his plans accord- 
ingly. He informed Mrs. Peck she 
might expect a duly number of ter- 
ritorial notables and to be prepared 
for them. 


Mr. Peck tells how on July sec- 


ond a drove of cattle, en route for 
Green Bay arrived in Madison and 
that they purchased beeves and a 
veal calf. Also that they had pre- 
pared for further inroads on their 
hospitality by orders of crockery, 
table^ fixtures, provisions, wines, li- 
quors, pickles, preserves, more bed 
ticking arrd bedding, from Mineral 
Point and that it all arrived in time 
for the celebration. 


It must have been a grand feast 


that Fourth of July dinner set forth 
on tables beneath the jtrees of the 
building capitol. Mrs. Peck claims 
that between three and four hun- 
dred were present but Mr. Mills, 
Mr. Catlin and Moses M. Strong 
think she over estimated unless she 
counted each squaw and papoose and 
then double. 


There was plenty to eat and plenty 


to drink and baskets of champagne 
appeared in the evening and all 
waxed merry 
but as 
Mrs. Peck 


quaintly put it—"Good feeling and 
friendship and hilarity prevailed the 
night of the Fourth but the next 
morning some one shot my two pet 
crows." 
Just a pathetic incident, 


but think what it meant to the lone- 
ly woman and her family in Madi- 
son in those days.

To attend to the Judicial matters of 
the infant territory, Charles Dunn 
of Illinois, took office as Chief Jus- 
tice, David Erwin, of Virginia, later 
a Colonel in tho Confederate forces, 
and Win. Frazier of Pennsylvania, 
as Associate Justice, The Fourth 
was duly celebrated as stated at 
Mineral Point, th& first formal cel- 
ebration in tic new territory. 


To go back a little and explain the 


first celebration of the Fourth in 
Madison, it should be stated that 
when the Mineral Point celebration 
was held there, were, no residents in 
what is now Madison and it was -not 
until October of that year, 1836, that 
Judge James Doty of Green Bay, 
accompanied hy J. V. Suydem, a 
surveyvor, left Green 'Bay and ar- 
rived here Oct. 10th, to make a sur- 
vey of the land that-now constitutes 
Madison, which was owned by Judge 
Doty and Steven T. Mason, Gover- 
nor of Michigan territory. 
There 


were 1,000 acres in the tract and 
it cost Doty and Mason 51,500.00. 


Aided by Judge Doty and St. Cyr, 


a French half-breed who had a trad- 
ing shack at the west end of Lake 
Mendota, the present city of Madi- 
son was laid out. 


from the city after a short residence 
here she left many interesting de 
tails of Madison as it appeared from 
the date of its founding until it hac 
become a stragly frontier village 


Mr. Simeon Mills referred to was 


the first acting postmaster of Mad- 
ison and arrived here on June 10th 
a few hours after Augustus Bird 
with his force of workmen from 
Milwaukee reached the City. Both 
Mr. Bird and Mr. Mills have sub- 
stantiated Mrs. Peck's story, so con- 
sequently we must take Mrs. Peck's 
account of the first celebration in 
Madison, on July 4, 1037, as accur- 
ate. 


Judge Doty left Suydem and St. 


Cyr to finish tho work and hastened 
to Belmont where the first territor- 
ial Legislature was meeting, com- 
posed of thirteen members of the 
Council and twenty-six members of 
the House of Representatives. Here 
he prepared and platted what is 
now Madison and presented it for 
consideration of the Council on No- 
vember 21st, as the site for the fu- 
ture territorial 
Capitol. The bill 


passed the House 
of Representa- 


tives by 
a vote of sixteen to ten 


and withstood all the claims of the 
opponents on Madison by a vote of 
seven to six in the Council and was 
formally named as the Capitol of 
the infant 
territory.

It was during the winter months j 


of January and February, 1937 that 
a more complete survey of Madison 
was made, and it was in April of 
"37 that Eben Peck and his family 
arrived within the limits of the new 
Capitol city, coming by wagon from 
the Brigbara settlement 
at 
Blue 


Mounds. It was in the same month 
that work on the first building in 
Madison was started, and Mr. Peck 
moved in as "Mine Host" of the 
first hotel prepared 
to 
feed 
the 


workmen who were to build the new 
Capitol.

A large part of tho American peo- 


ple object to censorship. .They feel 
rightly or wrongly,-that it suggests 
limitation of American' liberty, es- 
pecially in' a situation where there 
are p0 settled standards and-.where.

and opinions, of the day. The Board 
of Censors can easily be "capricious, 
prejudiced and narrow.' 
, 


Many are thus1 brought, to the con- 


clusion that the system'of licensing 
would obviate this 'criticism andof- 
f era better method. The decision'is 
to the wisest.and fairest method of 
control.is1 left to the_ reader. 


Another conclusion", stands 
out- 


clearly. The people, locally, in a1 
comm-uhity, can .effe-t 'good', results 
by organized coopeiation, -on '.fur-. 
nishing a medium through which 


judgment and its desires in the mat- 
ter of the choice of films, working 
in cooperation with the producers. 
This kind of effort is easily within 
the reach of any local group of peo- 
ple who really want better things. 


Certain situations exist in which 


the church or the community cen- 
ter can exert a direct and imme- 
diate influence on the screen. When 
the social and recreational life of 
a community is centered in such an 
institution the exhibitions which it 
provides tend to be a substitute for 
.commercialized 
amusement. 
The 


true community church—that is, a 
church which . actually ministers to 
a physical community as a whole— 
can sometimes go far toward filling 
the popular demand for recreation. 


But all social betterment is ulti- 


mately a . matter of educating the 
oncoming 
generation. 
Whatever 


may be done to enrkh the lives of 
all of us. who control the present 
order of things, should of course 
be done, but the progress of the 
world .is .mainly in the hands of 
those who are still young. 


The .public school and the relig- 


ious education departments of the 
churches can do more to improve 
recreational standards than all oth- 
er agencies combined. The methoc 
may be indirect but none the les 
effective.: 


- -Romantic love is the 
dominan 


motive of the scheen, as of tht 
stage and novel. The education o: 
.this .impulse both on its instinctive 
side and in its more voluntary anc 
sph/tual phases will- furnish the 
.permanent .corrective that we seek 
Sex .education .is too . generality a 
haJJ.'rapologetic. and uncertain ap- 
proach .to the unmentionable. This 
js because it is mainiy negative,. It 
•needs to-be spiritualized by the in- 
troduction of a definite motive—the 
culture of-love. 
As this .motive be- 


comes more dominant in all- educa- 
tion it-will''aid m overcoming the 
evils of eroticism and sensuality. 


The prevalence of tho bad picture 


is due to the prevalence of bad 
taste and low morals. Such pic- 
tures are'a. crime against art as 
well as 'against morals. 


•What is-truly artistic is not like- 
ly to be condemned as immoral, save 
by extremists. This' is illustrated 
by the fact, for example, that no 
one thinks .of "raping the nude fig- 
ures in the Metropolitan Museum 
of'Art: The development of artis- 
tic appreciation is primarily the 
business of-' the schools. 
On the 


moral side the efforts of the schools 
arf'suppleraented by the church. 


A wholeome attitude toward life, 


and a series of "proportion as to its 
values, under uncouthness disgust- 
.njr, 
wanton 
- violence intolerable, 


and1- lewdness- and. sexual omiscuity 
repulsive. 'There is no quick route 
to this -attainment, but there is no
